mise. H ardly had the ink dried before 
the public till was being tapped by per­

w arrants 
against 
the 
state. 
Governor M arshall is being 
congratulated r>n the result of his de 
term ination not to accept the bill un­ 
til the appropriations wrere cm down 
to a point n ear the estim ated revenues 
for the next two years. 
The action of 
the legislature is regarded as a per­ 
sonal victory for the governor, as there 
was a disposition am ong m any Demo­ 
crats to give the various institutions 
w hat they wanted. The feeling among 
the radical friends of some of the edu­ 
cational institutions is b itter towTard 
the governor, and they are accusing 
him of pursuing a near-sighted policy 
th at will cause the state to take a 
backw ard step. 
The bill was not cut 
as low* as the governor desired, but he 
was willing to accept the compromise- 
The Republican leaders are claiming 
that they won a victory and obtained 
the appropriations they desired, but 
the act itself show's th at practically 
every am endm ent su b m itte d by the 
senate and house Republicans w’as cut 
far below the am ount they demanded. 
As the act stands the state would not 
be able to m eet the appropriations but 
for use of som e of the 3-cent sinking 
fund.

It is un derstood that 
the g overn or, while n ot thoroug hly sat­ 
isfied with the bill as p assed, foun d it 
con tain ed ap p rop riation s ap p rox imate­ 
ly |100,000 lower than he had hop ed to 
seq un der the circumstan ces. 
The question of the ap p oin tmen t of 
a custodian , or sup erin ten den t, of the 
state house an d p ublic g roun ds, con ­ 
trary to a belief somewhat widesp read, 
did n ot en ter in to the g overn or’s con ­ 
sideration of the ap p rop riation bill. 
He took the stan d at the start that 
the law vested in the g overn or the 
p ower of ap p oin tmen t to this office, 
and havin g on ce arrived at the con clu­ 
sio n, he p ut the question aside. 
When asked what course he would 
p ursue con cern in g the ap p oin tmen t, 
the g overn or said: 


The Gov e rnor's Propos ition. 
“When the time comes to con sider 
an ap p oin tmen t for the p lace 1 will 
con fer with the secretary of state an d 
the auditor of state, an d I will p rop ose 
to them that I shall select an attorn ey , 
that they sball select a secon d, to g o 
o v er the question of rig ht of ap p oin t­ 
men t. If these two can n ot ag ree up on 
the question , they shall select a third, 
an d I p rop ose that we shall abide by 
the decision of such a board of arbi­ 
tration , as it were. 
“If they do n ot choose to meet those 
con dition s, I shall p roceed to ap p oin t 
a man to the p lace, un der the law as 
I n ow un derstan d it.” 
The office of custodian carries twen - 
tjMhree ap p oin tmen ts, a head of the 
dep artmen t, an assistan t, three .p olice­ 
men , on e fireman , on e carp en ter, on e 
ro o f 
man an d fifteen jan itors. 
The 
p resen t n umber in the dep artmen t was 
established un der the reg ime of former 
Custodian Georg e Krieten stein , who 
was custodian un der Govern or Durbin .
